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Oh,That Compton Meet!

Compton, Calif., June 5, 19535— Parry O'Brien broke 
his own world record with a shot put of 59'2 3/8", but he 
lost the outstanding performance award in the Compton Invit- 
ational meet to Wes Santee, who won the greatest mile race 
ever run outside of Sweden. 

Running in perfect night weather on a fast track, 
2l-year-old Santee completely astonished a near-hysterical 
overflow crowd with a 700 yard sustained drive which brought 
him home in 4:02.4. 

There were other highlights in this outstanding 
meet: Lang Stanley almost nipped Mal Whitfield at the tape 
in a 1:49.4 half mile; Ernie Shelton definitely became the 
second best night (outdoor) high jumper of all time, clear- 
ing 6'8"; an exciting 2-mile, with no big names in the field 
saw the fifth finisher come in only a second and a half be- 
hind Art Garcia's 9:15.9; Sim Iness placed only third in the 
discus behind Fortune Gordien and O'Brien; J.W. Mashburn 
barely beat Jim Lea in a sprint finish 440; sprint and hure 
dle doubles were won by Andy Stanfield (9.7 and 20.8) and 
Jack Davis (13.9 and 23.3); two high school records were 
completely smashed; and, incidentally, Bob Richards vaulted 
15 feet for the 47th time, while George Mattos upped his 
personal record to 14'8". 

But the greatest crowd-pleaser was the Internation- 
al Mile. None of the international stars paid any attention 
to a high school “hare" who led by more than fifty yards at 
the half. Gaston Reiff of Belgium, who ran 4:02.8 last sum- 
mer, led for the first lap in 62.7, closely followed by San-

IC4A Mark for Cappy 


Randall's Island, New York, May 30— Manhattan ran 
away with the 77th IC4A Championship, its second in a row, 
as Charles Capozzoli set the only new meet record. 

Manhattan, led by Olympic sprint champion Lindy Remi- 
gino who won both sprints in 10.0 and 21.7, scored 42 points 


to 22 for Columbia, 144 for Army, and 12% for Yale. 

Capozzoli, running on a wet track in cold weather, ran 
the fastest 2-mile ever clocked in a collegiate race. 
Pushed for 6# laps by John Joe Barry, Capozzoli finished in 
9:00.2. He passed the mile in 4:28.8, six laps in 7:47.6, 
and seven laps in 7:55.3. 

Morris Curotta, a senior at Seton Hall and two-time 
Olympian for Australia, ran his greatest race, blazing 
around two turns on the bad track to win the 440 in 47.3. 

Two major upsets saw Lew Olive of Army win a 4:11 mile, 
and Mike Stanley of Yale win a 1:53.4 half-mile. Olive, a 
Negro from Kentucky who showed great promise as a freshman 
at California in 1949, simply trailed Dwyer and LaPierre 
through laps of 60.6, 2:04.9, and 3:10, followed LaPierre 
past Dwyer on the last backstretch, and kicked home with 
four yards to spare. Stanley, who had an injured foot all 
winter, came back in the 880 after going unplaced in the 
mile, waited until his over-eager opponents had run them- 
selves out, and won with a strong kick. 

Chief casualty in the meet was Yale sophomore Henry 
Thresher, who pulled a muscle in the 100 heats. Yale lost 
another man in the heats as quarter-miler Ross Price fell. 
Manhattan's Charles Pratt, a broad jump contender, failed 
to qualify with a leap of 21'93". Georgetown's Carl Joyce 
was declared ineligible at the last moment. 

A near-casualty was Manhattan's Steve Dillon who barely 
qualified with four inches to spare on his last hanmer throw 
and then moved up to second in the final. 

Columbia's strong showing was a grand finale for Coach 
Carl Merner who is retiring. Columbia capped it all witha 
great upset victory over Manhattan in the mile relay. Roy 
Williams opened with a 49.6 leg against 50.5 for Manhattan's 
Wally Pina. But Ron Lucas put Manhattan in the lead with a 
49.3 lap against Steve Passloff's 50.8. Then Ron Ferrara 
ran 47.8 to pull away from Columbia's Rudy Clarence (48.2), 
and it looked like no contest. But Columbia's Fred Schler- 
eth, who has quietly developed into one of the nation's top 
collegiate 440 men, sizzled around in 47.2, edging Lou 
Jones (48.3). Manhattan ran without Vern Dixon, injured.

At Seinajoki Ilmari Taipale beat Urho Julin by a narrow 
margin in another 3,000m race, Both men did 8:23.4. Aulis 
Rinteenpaa, Olavi's brother, was third in 8:41.0.

Alain Mimoun, France's "silver man", won a great early 
season race over 5,000 meters in an international meet held 
at Helsinki on June 4. The presence of Mimoun and El Ma- 
brouk sufficed to attract no less than 15,000 fans in this, 
the opening meet of the international season in Finland. 

Mimoun was forced into a 14:18.6 for 5,000m by Fin- 
land's rapidly improving Urho Julin, who finished second 
in 14:19.6. Olavi Rinteenpaa was third in 14:22.0. The last 
kilometer was rum in 2:45.8. 

El Mabrouk was surprisingly beaten by Ilmari Taipale of 
Finland in the 1,500m - times 3:51.2 and 3:51.4. 


CARNETRO'S 51.9 FOR 400mh TOPS SOUTH AMERICAN MEET 





Athletes from six countries participated in the "Torneo 
Extraordinario" - a sort of unofficial South American Champ- 
ionship - held at Santiago de Chile from April 18 to 26. 

The meet was one of the finest in South American histo- 
ry: well conducted and rich in meritorious performances. 

Brazil's Wilson Gomes Carneiro stole the show with a 
remarkable 51.9 in the 400 meters hurdles. This mark - a 
new South American record - has been bettered by only 17 
men in track history. Two more records were broken in this 
race: Jorn Gevert, second, set a new Chilean mark of 52.4 
and Humberto Cabrera, third, clipped 1/10th off the Argen- 
tinean standard with a 53.9 clocking. Ulysses Laurindo dos 
Santos of Brazil was fourth in 54.0. 

Adhemar Ferreira da Silva won the hop, step, jump at 
51'2"5/8 from his countryman Renato Nascimento (43: 15/8). 

Another South American record fell in the 800 meters, 
which was won by young Ramon Sandoval of Chile in 1:52.3 
from Argemiro Roque of Brazil (1:53.7). The latter had 
previously taken the 400 meters in 48.2 - second best ever 
in South American history. Other record breakers notably 
included the Brazilian 4x400m relay team of Monteiro, dos 
Santos, Carneiro, Roque (3:15.5) and Guillermo Sola of 
Chile in the 3,000m Steeplechase (9:25.3). The latter e- 
vent was introduced in South America only a few years 3 ° 

Alcides Dambrés of Brazil won the shotput at 49'5"3/4 
- this was on April 21, under a heavy fall of rain. Meet 
officials injected a note of Latin tolerance into the 
affair when they decided to give Dambrés another chance 
under better conditions: on April 26, in bright sunshine, 
Dambrés won a special event with a new South American 
record of 51'1"3/4. a 

Olympic 200m finalist Gerardo Bonnhoff annexed both 
sprints with times of 10.9 and 21.8 - the former on a 
rain-soaked track. In the metric furlong Benedito Ferrei- 
ra of Brazil was a close second in 21.8. Estanislao Ko- 
courek of Argentina beat Gomes Carneiro of Brazil by a 
narrow margin in the 110m hurdles, both men clocking 
14.7. The Brazilian had won a heat in 14.6, thus equal- 
ing his personal best for the "highs" - not irrelevant 
for a 400m hurdles specialist. 

Ary Faganha de Sa of Brazil took the broad jump at 
23'11"3/4 from Aldo Zuccolillo of Paraguay (23'6"1/4) 
and Ahylton da Conceicao (23'5"7/8). Olympic bronze 
medalist José Telles da Conceigao of Brazil won the 
high jump at 6'4", a height which was cleared also by 
Ernesto Lagos uf Chile, second. 

Ricardo Heber of Argentina, the former Arizona State 
star, took the javelin at 223'10"1/4. Janis Stendze- 
nieks of Chile, a native aan aaee 2578 lived in Ger- 
mis and England, was second a °

EL MABROUK 3:48.2, BARTHEL 3:49.2 IN YEAR'S FIRST MAJOR DUEL 
HAAS RUNS FINE 46.8 


Patrick El Mabrouk, France's capricious middle distance 
ace, outshone Olympic champion Josy Barthel of Luxemburg in 
the season's first major tussle among prospective "four 
minute milers". The race was at Paris' Jean-Bouin Stadium, 
May 17, the distance 1,500m. In fairness to Barthel it 
should be pointed out that he had pulled a tendon earlier 
in spring. Prior to his Paris race he had done no better 
than 3:57 for his favorite distance. 

After a 2:35 1,000m El Mabrouk, with lots of reserve, 
drew away and was never threatened. Barthel's closing rush 
carried the Olympic champion ahead of Rolf Lamers of Ger 
many and Bill Nankeville of Britain. El Mabrouk's time was 
3248.2, Barthel's 3:49.2. Lamers (who is Gunder Hagg's 
favorite candidate for the four-minute mile) did 3:50.4 for 
third and Nankeville, in his gallant "comeback", clocked 
3:52.2 for fourth. 

Karl-Friedrich Haas of Germany ran a great 400m: in 
an even paced race he clocked 46.8, easily the fastest time 
ever registered in Europe at such an early stage of the 
season. The runner-up, Josef Steger of Switzerland, did 
48.9. It may be of interest to American readers to have a 
list of the sub-47 marks made thus far by European 400m 
mene The figure in parentheses denotes the circumference of 
the track in meters.

Gaston Reiff beat Gordon Pirie at Tourcoing, France on 
May 10, in a fast early season race over 3,000m. As usual, 
Pirie set the pace for most of the distance. The Belgian 
drew away in the final lap and won in 8:19.8. Pirie was run- 
ner-up in 8:21.4 and a new Belgian star, Lucien Hanswyck, 
third in 8:24.6. Alain Mimoun, a rather poor two miler, was 
fourth in 8:25.4 - not far from his best for this distance. 
Other winners included: Britain's E.McD.Bailey (200m in 
22.2), El Miabrouk in a fine "solo" effort (800m in 1:51.8 - 
Olympic finalist Albert Webster of Britain was far back, 
clocking 1:54.4 for second), Lamers of Germany (1,500m in

BRITISH GAMES: 





PIRIE 3 MILES 13:46.0, CHATAWAY 2 MILES 8:49.6 


Gordon Pirie and Chris Chataway featured the British 
Games, held at London's White City, May 23 & 25. 

Pirie, who runs more fast races in a month than Paavo 
Nurmi used to run in a year, failed in his attempt to 
break the British 3 mile record (13:44.8 by Pirie him- 
self in 1952) tut still managed to run a great 13:46.0 - 
this after setting an even pace for the entire circuit. 
Frank Sando was second in 13:48.0, equaling his best 
time of 1952. He had to give way with a little more than 
one lap to go. 

This was on Saturday. Only forty-eight hours later 
Pirie returned to the White City track -- this time to 
Pace Gaston Reiff and Chris Chataway in the two miles. 
Braving a sweltering heat Pirie again took the lead 
very early and held on to it till the final lap, when 





Chataway powerfully forged ahead to win in a most impres- 
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sive fashion. Reiff, who holds the world record at &:40.4, 
after attempting to move past Pirie - all in vain - 
dropped out with two laps to go. So, for the second time 
in his career, the great Belgian failed to finish a major 
race. Chataway shattered all British marks with a great 
8:49.6 - time thus far bettered only by Reiff (once) and 
Hagg (four times). The inimitable Pirie was second in 
8:55.-6. Alain Mimoun of France, who still has to run a 
very fast time at distances under 5,000m, broke the French 
record with a 9:01.8 mark. 

On the first day Roger Bannister had run a mile in 4:09.4 
- his last lap was once again very fast (56.6). Don Seaman 
— in 4:13-4 and Australia's Don Macmillan third in 
431 e2e 

Roger Moens of Belgium won a thrilling 800m race on Mon- 
day, setting a new national record of 1:51-4. Olympic final- 
ist Gunnar Nielsen of Denmark, who has been nursing a pulled 
muscle recently, was runner-up in 1:51.5. Nankeville was 
third in 1:52.6 and Macmillan fourth in 1:53-8. 

From a British standpoint the fine running of Peter Fryer 
and Alan Sexton in the 440y was one of the most pleasing 
items. Fryer won the race in 48.1 and Sexton was second in 
48.2 - times so far bettered by only 6 Britons. 

McD.Bailey won three sprint races with times of 9.9, 21.8 
and 22.3. Alec Hardy beat Olympians vs Whittle and Angus 
Scott in a fast 53.2 440y hurdles. John Disley won the 3,000 
meters steeplechase as he pleased in 9:16.6.

May 1 celebrations at Dinamo Stadium, Moscow, included 
a number of track and field events. Vladimir Kuznetsov was 
the best individual performer with a 230'6"1/8 javelin throw 
- good enough to shunt Viktor Tsibulenko into second (221' 
11"). Leonid Grigoryev won a 100m race in 10.6 and Yevgeniy 
Bulanchik did 14.7 in the high hurdles (110m). 

Levan Sanadze, whose 10.3 of 1952 was apparently denied 
official recognition as tying the USSR record, ran 100m in 
10.5 at Tbilisi. 

In the first half of May a number of inter-regional 
meets provided some good early season marks. At Minsk Bye’o- 
russia totaled 355.5 points to beat the Baltic states, Lat- 
via (252), Estonia (239) and Lithuania (56.5). Timofey Lun- 
yev beat Anatoliy Yulin in the 400m hurdles - times 54.0 & 
54.2. Hammer thrower Mikhail Krivonosov threw the discus 
154'2"3/8 and Mikhail Saltikov ran 5,000m in 14:54.2. 

At Frunze there was another quadrangular meet, won by 
Kazakstan at 265 points from Uzbekistan (207), Turkmenistan 
(74) and Kirghiz, the host Republic (46). Kadyaykin ran 
sire er, in 9:21.8 and Shtoda threw the hammer 
165'1"1/8. 

At Baku the Georgian team amassed 213 points to beat 
Azerbaijan (98) and Armenia (69). Sanadze could do no better 
than 11.1 in the 100m. 19-year-old Stanislav Nyenashev won 
a great hammer duel from Nikolay Shorin - distances, 184'7" 
and 183'11"1/16, the latter being a personal best for Sho- 
rin. V.Ovsyepyan was a double winner with marks of 50' "3/8 
in the shot put and 158'4" in the discus. Handadash Madatov, 
holder of the USSR broad jump record at 24'7"1/4,was only 
second in his event, with a disappointing 22'1"3/4. 

In Moscow L.Shcherbakov hop, step, jumped 49'4"1/2,

Yugoslavia: Segedin's 8:47.8 in Steeplechase is 2d Best Ever 


Petar Segedin, Yugoslavia's diminutive, temperamental 
steeplechaser (who, incidentally, shares with Curt Stone and 
CSR's Jindrich Roudny the distinction of having first broken 
the Scandinavian supremacy in this watery event) ran 3,000m 
Ste in 8:47.8 at Belgrade on May 1 for the second best mark 
ever registered. The 27-year-old Yugoslav, who had an off 
season in 1952, set the pace from the start and won by a 
very wide margin. Bozidar Djuraskovié was second in 9:16.6. 

Another successful "comeback" was that of Andrija Oten- 
heimer in the 1,500 meters. The man who had beaten Roger 
Bannister in 1951 also failed to live up to expectations in 
the Olympic year. In the Belgrade race of May 1 he turned 
a creditable 3:51.2 to win from Predrag Krstié (3:53.0) and 
an impressive 22-year-old find, Velisa Mugosa (3254.0). 

A week later still in Belgrade hammer thrower Ivan Gubi- 
jan got one off to 179'4". Earlier in the season his giant 
colleague Rudolf Galin had done 178'1"3/8.

tee, Denis Johansson of Finland, Bob McMillen, Olympic 
‘runner-up, and Russ Bonham of Whittier. 

Reiff, who has been bothered by a split bone in his 
foot, seemed to be in no hurry, although he was stretching 
his stride beyond his smooth 5000 meter action. Johansson, 
with only a slight lunge to his mile stride, took over the 
lead at the half mile post. When the time was announced as 
2:05.2 the crowd groaned, meet director Herschel Smith tore 
out some more hair, and someone groaned, "It's going to be 
about 4:10". 

Around the turn, the dull pace and the groaning of 
the crowd continued. Then, on the backstretch, everything 
changed. Santee, whose short, natural stride of the Euro- 
pean style looks mincing and choppy in longer runs, suddenly 
increased the tempo of his stride and burst into the lead 
with what was almost a sprint. The crowd broke into a roar 
of amazed frenzy which was to last for several minutes as 
Santee opened a 5-yard gap between himself and Johansson. 

The Finn also began to run, with Reiff too exper- 
ienced to be left behind. Around the turn they came, with 
the crowd going mad, and Johansson was only four yards back 
at the 3/4 post, two yards ahead of Reiff. Santee's time 
was 35:05.5, which meant he had run a lap in 58.2, phenomenal 
after such a slow first curve. The crowd went wild. 

Now it was a charging run, with McMillen giving up 
and Bonham 30 yards behind. On the backstretch, Santee 
increased his lead to more than 15 yards as Reiff took over 
second place in game pursuit. At this point, Santee, who 
can run a 48.5 440, must have completed a lap in about 55 
seconds. Into the turn, Reiff began to labor, and Johans- 
son'flew past him, gaining yards on Santee in the last half 
lap. Santee looked a little tight in the legs in the home 
stretch although he denies that he was beginning to tie up. 
He began to stop before the tape, possibly losing a fifth of 
a aecond, but he still finished 12 yards ahead of Johansson. 

Santee's laps were 62.9, 62.4, 58.2, and 58.9. 
Johansson ran 63.1, 62.1, 58.9, and 59.9. Reiff ran 62.7, 
62.5, 59.2, and 61.3. Bonham ran about 634, 62, 63, and 62 
for his personal best of 4:10.5. McMillen jogged in, not 
yet in condition. 

Santee broke these records: 

1. Lennart Strand's Compton Invitational record of 4:07.35. 
2. His own American college record of 4:06.35. 

3. Bill Hulse's American National record of 4:06.0. 

4. Gunder Hdgg's American record of 4:05.53. 

5. Glenn Cunningham's "Fastest American" indoor 4:04.4. 

6. Bob McMillen's "Fastest American" 1500 meter equivalent 
of 4:03.8. 

This was the ninth mile ever run under 4:03, the 
sixth fastest of all time, and the fourth fastest winning 
time. His last 880 (1:57.1) was the fastest ever recorded 
in a fast mile, and his last three laps were the first ever 
run under three minutes. Johansson's new Finnish record of 
4:04 is the 15th fastest mile in history, and the fourth 
fastest second place time. Reiff, who has three faster 
runs than his 4:05.7 and has never run slower than 4:06, 
ran the fourth fastest third place in history. 

When the time was announced, Santee could not stop 
smiling. He was urged into a circuit of honor, shaking 
hands, smiling, and answering questions. One of his answers 
was, "I didn't think it was so fast", but he expects to run 
much faster in the future. Most of the 8500 fans who saw 
his great burst of speed agree with him. 

The 880 was an unexpected thriller, and, even 
though two men equalled the third fastest 880 ever run, it 
was a disappointment because Mal Whitfield had promised a 
world record. Whitfield led as he wished, 220 in 25.2, 440 
in 52, 660 in 1:20.4. But just before he reached the 660 
he slowed visibly, obviously abandoning his record attempt. 
He had been followed closely by Wally Wilson and Hal Butler, 
with Lang Stanley almost ten yards back at the quarter in 
53.2. Into the stretch the order remained unchanged, but 
then Lang Stanley turned on a kick faster than anything 
Whitfield has showed and almost as startling as Santee's 
third lap burst. Stanley powered past Butler and Wilson, 
and rapidly made up the five yard gap to Whitfield. But the 
two-time Olympic champ, as he always has, gave just enough 
to win, although he underrated Stanley's speed and almost 
lost in the lunge for the tape. It was close enough to 
require some discussion among the judges to choose the win- 
ner, and to give both runners the same time, 1:49.4. 

Stanley's 1:49.4 will be submitted for approval as 
an American college record. This race resulted in the 
fastest second third and fourth places of all time. 

O'Brien broke the shot put record on his second put 
after fouling one with his sweats on. His series was a poor 
one for him. Following his record put he fidgeted nervously 
in the ring, took two false starts _and finally passed the 
attempt. Then he put 55'5#", 56'63", 56'1 5/8", and 57'1", 
Darrow Hooper disappointed those who thought he would, like 
last year, miraculously offer O'Brien the stiffest of com- 
petition. Hooper worked up such a sweat warming up that his

The 440 was supposed to be in world record time, 
according to pre-race statements by Herb McKenley and Mash- 
burn.

Jim 
Lea led from the start, with McKenley as far back as five 
yards at the 100. Morris Curotta, who had been awakened 
just before the start of the race and had little time to 
warm up, ran at Lea's shoulder the length of the straighaway 
and into the turn, with Mashburn close behind. McKenley 
came fast around the turn and on the home stretch, with 100 
yards to go they were almost abreast, with Lea leading Cur- 
otta and McKenley by a foot and Mashburn by a yard. Curotta 
faded and the other two pulled away from McKenley. Lea 
actually led the powerful, blond Mashburn at 400 meters in 
46.7 and lost the race. Curotta's official 47.6 appeared 
too fast (from an angle, across the track). 

The 2-mile was a tremendous race, although not 
fully appreciated because emotions had been drained by the 
exciting mile, 880, and 440. The field ran closely bunched 
until the end, with Bob McMullen dropping out after six laps 
with a bad hip and Walter Boehm dropping back on the last 
lap of his first 2-mile run this year. Art Garcia took 
command on the last lap and won handily, with USC frosh Fer- 
nando Ledesma looking like another Santee as he ran the 
fastest 2-mile by any American freshman (9:16.4). The 
battle for third saw tall Claude Fiddler of Occidental 
win a photo from short, toweheaded Wayne Lundell of BYU, 
two feet ahead of muscular Larry Carter of UCLA.

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Potent Illini Win

Champaign, Ill., May 30— The Illinois team that won 
the Big Ten championship here today may have been, potent- 
tally, most powerful in the history of the conference. It's 
difficult to say, even though Coach Leo Johnson's squad 
rolled up 694 points and could have broken the all-time con- 
ference record had he elected to run a mile relay team. 

Illinois either won or tied for first in eight of the 
13 events it entered. iichigan took the 440, shot and dis- 
cus; Michigan State the mile, and Iowa the 2-mile and relay. 

It was no day for records. Violent winds knocked over 
the vaulting standards, blew off crossbars, and even moved 
hurdles around the track after they had been placed. 

Michigan began auspiciously in Friday's activity. Big 
Fritz Nilsson put the shot 54°64", which held up in today's 
finals, and tossed the discus 164' 3/10" to win Friday's 
only final. But a very inebriated man destroyed Michigan's 
slim hope of winning the championship when he kept the team 
awake most of last night by hammering on doors, shouting and 
defying hotel authorities to do anything about it. 

So today, the Michigan men felt very frazzled, and ran 
that way. As an example, John Ross, defending champion in 
the mile and a boy who always doubles very well, was beaten 
in the mile and then almost failed to finish in the 880, an 
event in which he had a 1:52.5 prelim yesterday. 

This is not to detract from Illinois, which put up its 
usual stout hearted performances and should give USC its 
toughest competition in the NCAA meet. 

Other teams scored as follows: Michigan 43%, MSC, 25; 
Iowa, 23; Purdue, 174; Indiana, 144; Minnesota, 12; OSU, 104 
Wisconsin, 5; and Northwestern ° 

The meet saw the first defeat, outdoors, of Joel 
McNulty of Illinois in the high hurdles. Teammate Willard 
Thomson took McNulty by a good two feet in 14.5, which was 
almost miraculous against the quartering wind.

Ames, Iowa, May 23——- Lanky Wes Santee sped to the 
fastest mile-880 double in American history during the Big 7 
Conference meet, flashing through a 4:06.3 mile, and, only 
40 minutes later, speeding to a 1:50.8 half. 

Santee's mile mark broke the American college record 
of 4:06.7 set by Glenn Cunningham in 1934 and was only 3/10 
of a second behind Bill Hulse's national record of 4:06.0. 
His 1:50.8 880 came within 1/10 of the fastest 880 ever run 
after running a mile. (Don Gehrmann ran 1:50.7 after a 
4:11.1 mile in 1950.) Santee ran 1:51 yesterday in a heat. 

Bruce Drummond of Oklahoma led Santee through a 59.3 
440 and a 2:04.3 half. Then the long, slim Jayhawk took 
over, opening an 18-yard gap with a 3:06.4 3/4. Then he 
came home in 59.9 to win by 60 yards. In the 880, Santee 
led all the way, running the quarter in 54 and the 660 in 
1:21, finishing eight yards ahead of Hobart Jones. 

Bill Easton's Kansas team, led by Santee and Don 
Smith, won its sixth consecutive outdoor title, scoring 
138 7/20 points to 834 for Oklahoma. Nebraska scored 
68 7/20, Iowa State 55 3/5, Kansas State 49, Missouri 44 3/5 
and Colorado 25 3/5. Kansas scored in every event. 

Smith won the 440 in a fast 47.6 and the low hurdles in 
23.9, but it was Thane Baker of Kansas State who won high 
point honors. Baker, second in the Olympic 200 meters, set 
a new conference record of 47.1 for the 440 in the prelim- 
inaries then withdrew from the finals to concentrate on win- 
ning his third consecutive sprint double. He won in 9.8 and 
21 flat, then came from behind with a 46.4 anchor leg in the 
relay to win for Kansas State. 

Smith set a conference low hurdle record of 23.2 to go 
with Friday's new records by Santee, Baker, and Neville 
Price of Oklahoma and South Africa, who broad jumped 24'113", 
Three more meet records were broken in Saturday's finals. 

In addition to Santee's 4:06.35 and Kansas State's 3:15.4 
relay, Bruce Drummond came back after pushing Santee in the 
mile to set a 2-mile record of 9:19. He ran his first mile 
in 4:32, and won by 110 yards.
